PROVINCIAL EXHIBITION 

Regina, July 31 to August 5 , 1961 


GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS 

General Rules where applicable will apply to all Departments. 

1. The exhibition will open to the public on Monday, July 31st, 
at 9 a.m. and will remain open each day from 7 a.m. until midnight, 
up to and including Saturday, August 5, 1961, except the buildings, 
which will be open from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. except on Monday when 
the buildings open at 12 noon, and on Saturday when they close at 
9 p.m. 

2. Live Stock entries close June 30th. All entries by mail must 
bear the postmark of the closing date (or earlier) of the Regina 
post office. 

3. All entries must be on the printed form supplied for that pur¬ 
pose. The particulars called for in the prize list must be fully 
supplied and be written in clear, legible writing and properly signed 
by the exhibitor or his duly authorized agent. Forms may be obtained 
by writing the Manager, Regina Exhibition, Box 167, Regina, Sask. 

4. Live Stock Exhibitors will not be permitted to enter or show 
more than three animals in any one class for single animals (sheep 
exhibitors are limited to two animals in each such class), nor more 
than one exhibit in any one class for which more than one animal is 
required to make up the exhibit, except that exhibitor may show any 
number of groups of animals the get of one male, or progeny of one 
female, or 2 entries in a team class. All animals shown in groups must 
have been shown in a class for single animals. 

B. The prescribed fee must in all cases be forwarded with the 
entry. Fees should be sent by money order, payable to Regina Exhibi¬ 
tion Association, Ltd. 

6. Great care should be taken to enter each animal in its propel 
class, as no alterations will be made after entries close. 

7. All first prize animals must compete for their respective 
championships. 

8. Animals may be shown in all classes for which they an 
eligible and for which they have been properly entered. Stalls or 
pens will be allocated to each exhibitor. In cases where exhibitors 
do not state the accommodation required for exhibits, the 

Directors in charge will allot such stalls or pens as they deem to be 
sufficient and the exhibitor must be satisfied with such allotment. 
Box stalls may be supplied only for brood mares with foals.

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9. In horses, cattle, sheep and swine purebred classes the entry 
must in every instance be made in the name of the actual owner 
as shown on the registration certificate, and unless this rule be 
observed no premium will be awarded, or if awarded, it will be with¬ 
held. The Directors may require affidavits as to ownership from 
any exhibitor. Entry fees shall be as follows: 


Heavy Horses, each entry .?1.50 

Light Horses, each entry . 1.00 

Ponies, each entry .50 

Cattle, each entry . 2.00 

Sheep, each entry .50 

Swine, each entry . 1.00 


10. Any exhibitor shall, if required by the Board, make a statut¬ 
ory declaration that the exhibits made by him are shown in accord¬ 
ance with the Rules and Regulations of the Association; in case any 
exhibitor refuses to make such declaration on being requested, all 
premiums awarded him on the exhibits in doubt shall be forfeited. 

11. All live stock exhibits must be on the grounds and in place 

before noon on Monday, July 3'lst. No exhibit of live stock may be 
removed until after 6:00 p.m. on Friday, August 4th. 

12. Any live stock exhibitor wishing to unload or load on railway 
cars at the exhibition between the hours of 9.00 p.m. and 7.00 a.m. 
must make his own arrangement for draying if such is necessary. 
At other hours free draying will be provided. 

13. No animal known to be suffering from a contagious or in¬ 
fectious disease shall be granted admission to the Exhibition grounds 
and if the animal has been admitted through an oversight, suffering 
from any such disease, the exhibitor must immediately remove any 
such animal from the grounds when ordered to do so by the Manage¬ 
ment. 

14. All stalls for live stock exhibits will be well bedded before 
the arrival of the stock and afterwards exhibitors will be required 
to keep their stalls properly bedded. Hay, straw and grain will be 
for sale on the grounds at the prevailing prices. Exhibitors must 
secure permission before bringing loose hay or grain sheaves on the 
grounds. 

Important 

15. The production of animals for parade or other purposes may 
be ordered at any time during the Exhibition by the Director in 
charge, and an exhibitor or attendant refusing or neglecting to bring 
such animal out as directed shall forfeit any premiums that may have 
been awarded him. Every prize winning animal in the Horse and 
Cattle department must be placed in the grand parade on the race 
track or forfeit the prize money won. 

16. Livestock judging will commence on Tuesday morning ex¬ 
cept Light Horse which begins Friday morning. 

17. Exhibitors of live stock must ascertain from the Director in 
charge at what hour judging of the different breeds will take place, 
therefore no complaint or appeal based upon the statement that the 
judges have overlooked exhibits will be considered. 

18. In classes where certificates of registration are required, the 
same must be produced to the Director in charge, when asked for. 

19. IN THE ABSENCE OF COMPETITION IN ANY SECTION, 
OR, IF THE ARTICLE OR STOCK EXHIBITED BE OF INFERIOR 
QUALITY, THE JUDGES SHALL AWARD ONLY SUCH PREMI¬ 
UMS AS THEY THINK THE ARTICLE OR STOCK MERITS.

23. IN CASES WHERE DOUBT EXISTS IN THE MIND OP 
THE JUDGE OR OFFICIAL AS TO THE BREEDING CAPABIL. 
ITY OF AN ANIMAL THE EXHIBITOR THEREOF MAY BE RE- 
QUIRED TO FURNISH EVIDENCE TO THE SATISFACTION OF 
THE OFFICIAL CONCERNED. 

24. No prize ribbons may be affixed until the awards have been 
made. 

25. All persons may be excluded from the judging rings during 
the time of Judging except the judges or assistants, persons In charge 
of animals, and Directors of the Association whose duties require 
their presence In the ring. 

26. Awards will be indicated by the following colors: first prize, 
red; second prize, blue; third prize, white; fourth prize, yellow; fifth 
prize, green; sixth prize, pink. All prize ribbons which have been 
awarded to live stock must be displayed during the Exhibition. 

27. Cheques for prize money made payable to the exhibitor (un¬ 
less otherwise ordered in writing by the exhibitor) will be mailed to 
the winners within two weeks after the Exhibition. 

28. Any person who shall attempt to interfere with or influence 
the judges while in the discharge of their duties, or who shall at any 
time, on the premises of the Association, use any contemptuous or 
abusive language to any judge or within his hearing in consequence 
of any award made by him, or any exhibitor refusing to accept any 
award made by a judge shall forfeit his right to any premiums to 
which he might otherwise be entitled and may be excluded from 
exhibiting for one or more years thereafter. 

29. Upon discovery of fraud, deception or dishonest practice, 
either in the preparation of ownership, or of any misrepresentation 
concerning exhibits which may have affected or have been intended 
to affect the decision of the judges, the Association has power to 
withhold the award and may prohibit any such parties or party from 
exhibiting in any class for one or more years, and may also publish 
the names of such persons. 

30. Exhibitors desiring fire or other insurance must give the 
matter their personal attention. 

31. Police will be on duty during the continuance of the exhibi¬ 
tion but exhibitors are expected to exercise supervision over their 
animals or goods on exhibition, as the Association will not be res¬ 
ponsible for loss or damage by theft, fire or otherwise. 

32. The Association reserves the right to prescribe the dimen¬ 
sions and regulate the position of all signs and generally direct the 
arrangement of all articles on exhibition, so far as the same may 
be necessary to secure harmony and an attractive appearance. 
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33. No person, except an exhibitor, from the booth occupied 

by his exhibit, will be permitted to distribute any printed or 
advertising matter in buildings or upon the grounds, or to affix same 
on any fence or building. No soliciting for any purpose will be 
permitted on the exhibition grounds except from within a booth or 
space allotted for that purpose. 

34. An exhibitor's season ticket will be issued free when an 
exhibitor’s entry fees amount to $3.00 or more. 

35. No claim for injury to any person or property shall ever be 
asserted nor suit instituted or maintained against the Association, 
its officers or agents, by or on behalf of any visitor or any person, 
firm or corporation or their agents, representatives, servants or em¬ 
ployees, having license or privilege to exhibit on the Fair Grounds 
or occupying any space thereon. 

36. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary herein contained, 
it is understood and agreed that each entrant, concessionaire and/or 
exhibitor, by the act of entry, exhibiting, or occuping space on the 
Fair Grounds, waives all claims against Regina Agricultural and 
Industrial Exhibition Association Limited for any and all injury, loss 
or damage which he, she, his or her employees, helpers and/or prop¬ 
erty may sustain, arising in any way out of the operations or activit¬ 
ies of the Regina Agricultural and Industrial Exhibition Association 
Limited, or proximately caused by reason of any neglect or wilful 
act of any person, firm or corporation, his, her or their agents, 
representatives, servants or employees, having licence or privilege to 
exhibit on said Fair Grounds or occupying any space thereon and 
that each entrant indemnifies the Regina Agricultural and Industrial 
Exhibition Association Limited from and against any loss, or damage 
sustained by the said Association by reason of any claims made by 
any of his or her helpers or employees or the executors, administrat¬ 
ors, or assigns of them or any of them; and it is further understood 
and agreed that any helpers or assistants introduced to or engaged 
by any entrant through the said Association, its officers or agents, 
shall be at the sole risk and responsibility of such entrant. 

37. In all cases the right is reserved to reject entirely or accept 
conditionally, any entry. 

38. Exhibitors of animals, machinery in motion and other exhibits 
liable to occasion accidents, injury or damage to persons coming in 
contact with them, shall guard their exhibits and protect the publl* 
from coming in contact therewith, and every such exhibitor shall 
indemnify the Association from and against all claims and demands, 
costs and charges and expenses which it may incur, suffer or be pul 
to by reason of any accident or of any person being injured or suffer¬ 
ing damage through or by reason of any such exhibit not being 
properly guarded or the public not being properly protected therefrom. 

39. Any public institution may exhibit live stock in any open 
competition, but will be limited to one entry in each class. 

40. Live Stock Admission Tickets. Exhibitors and the necessary 
attendants on live stock will be furnished with special admission 
tickets by applying to the office of the Live Stock Department. 

Exhibitors paying $3.00 or more in entry fees will be issued one 
Exhibitor’s ticket, good for admission and car at outside gate. Ex¬ 
hibitors paying less than $3.00 in entry fees, may pay the difference 
up to $3.00 when he will receive one ticket. 
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Attendants on live stock will be issued grounds tickets on 
the following basis:— 

Horses — One (1) weekly ticket for every 3 head or fraction thereof. 

Cattle — 1 weekly ticket for every 4 head or fraction thereof. 

Sheep — 1 weekly ticket for every 8 head or fraction thereof. 

Swine — 1 weekly ticket for every 8 head or fraction thereof. 

Extra attendant’s tickets may be purchased from Cashier for 
the sum of $3.00 each.

SPECIAL RULES 

1. All general rules which are applicable will apply to this de¬ 
partment. 

2. At the time of making entry the following information must 
be given regarding each pure bred animal entered: (1) the name of 
the animal; (2) registration number in Canadian National Records; 
(3) its color; (4) the date of its birth; (5) name and registration 
number of both sire and dam. 

3. All stalls must be cleaned out before 7 a.m., so that refuse 
can be taken away before the arrival of visitors. 

4. In any class where certificate of registration in the Canadian 
National Live Stock Records is called for, the exhibitor must present 
the certificate to the office for verification. The certificate must 
be in the name of the exhibitor. Exhibitors of mare and foal may 
show the foal in its class without registration certificate, providing 
exhibitor owned the dam when the foal was bom, and name and 
number of both sire and dam are given at the time of entry. 

5. No horse suffering from any of the following diseases or 
unsoundness shall be awarded a premium: Cataract, periodic op- 
thalmia, roaring, thick wind or whistling, ringbone, side bones, nav¬ 
icular disease, curb, bone spavin, thoroughpin, bog spavin or chorea. 
Animals injured by accident which does not lessen their usefulness 
may be awarded a prize. 

6. A brood mare is one that has produced and raised a foal in 
the current year or is visibly in foal at time of exhibition. A yeld 
mare is one that has not produced a foal in the current year, and is 
not visibly in foal at time of exhibition. 

7. All animals shown in groups must have been shown previous¬ 
ly in classes for single animals. 

8. All Livestock must be stabled by noon Monday, July 31st 
and remain on the grounds until after 6.00 p.m. on Friday, August 
4th, except light horses which must be stabled by 6.00 p.m. Thurs¬ 
day, August 3rd. 

NOTE:—All horses shown at the Regina Exhibition should be 
vaccinated before leaving home to protect them against encephal¬ 
omyelitis. 

NOTE:—See general rule 19 re information for judges.

2. All horses must have been owned and fitted by the exhibitor 
for at least one month previous to the first day of the Horse Show. 

3. The name of the rider must be given with each entry. 

4. A rider may not ride more than three horses in any one class. 

5. Unless otherwise stated, entry fee for each entry of Light 
Horses is $1.00. Post entries, if accepted, $5.00 per entry. 

6. A charge of $3.00 will be made for each box stall, in addition 
to the entry fee. Because of the limited number of box stalls avail¬ 
able, the committee reserves the right to allocate same as they deem 
advisable. 

7. In all light horse classes where five prizes are offered, fifth 
prize money will not be paid out unless there are six entries brought 
out in the class. 

8. Light horses must be in the bams by 6.00 p.m. Thursday, 

August 3rd, and must be ready to show at 9.00 a.m. Friday, August 
4th. 

9. The Management reserves the right to hold any preliminary 
judging or jumping elimination of the horses entered in any class 
if the number of entries deem it necessary. Only such horses as may 
then be selected by the judges shall be allowed to compete in the 
regular classes. 

10. Definition of Horse and Pony. For the purpose of this show, 
a horse is over 14 hands 2 inches. A pony does not exceed that 
height. (This rule does not apply for Quarter Horse, Palomino, Ara¬ 
bian and Western classes). 

11. Manageable stallions may be shown in any division. 

12. Definition of Hunters by weight shall be as follows: 

(a) Lighweight—up to carrying 165 lbs. 

(b) Middleweight—up to carrying 185 lbs. 

(c) Heavyweight-—up to carrying over 185 lbs. 

13. No pony may show in any class calling for horses, but may 
compete in all Jumping classes, Stock Horse, Quarter Horse and 
Palomino classes. 

14. Juveniles. Juveniles under the age of eighteen years may, 
with consent of parent or guardian, ride in any class. 

15. The date of birth of girls and boys making entries in child¬ 
ren’s classes must be stated on entry form when making entries. 
Birth certificate to be available if required. 

16. Each horse will be allotted a catalogue number and each 
horse’s bridle shall wear same in a place or in a manner as ruled 
by Ring Committee.

17. Saddles. Competitors will ensure that horses entering the 
ring are properly dressed with flat saddles. Stock saddles will be 
prohibited except in classes where the use of these saddles is appro¬ 
priate.

Any act of discourtesy or disobedience to the officials on 
the part of the owner, groom, rider or dr ; ver, may disqualify a horse 
from adjudication. 

19. Attention is directed to C.H.S.A. Part I, Rule III, Section 26. 
“Excessive polling outside the ring or the inhumane beating or abuse 
of a horse by an exhibitor, trainer, or other person shall not be 
tolerated at a Recognized Show” (excerpt). Violation of this rule 
will result in immediate disbarment from further competition in 
this show. 

20. In case of any animal being disqualified, the winner of the 
next succeeding prize shall take the prize awarded to the disqualified 
animal and the other prizes adjusted accordingly. 

RING REGULATIONS 

21. An exhibitor may only pass another entry when it is pos¬ 
sible to go right by, and at no time may he pass immediately in 
front of the judge. Passing should be confined as much as possible 
to the corners. 

22. Single file must always be maintained and the contestant 
should keep a distance of half a horse length from the entry in 
front of him. 

23. No one showing a horse shall, when in close company with 
other horses, click, chirp, use a whip or do anything which may 
excite other horses, except in pace and action classes. 

24. No person other than the officials, ringmaster and atten¬ 
dants on duty and the judges of the class may enter the show-ring 
without the permission of the management.

25. When in the ring, riders,, drivers, attendants and grooms 
must be neatly and suitably attired. 

ALTERATION IN CONDITIONS 

26. The Ring Committee reserves the right to decide any point 
not covered by the rules and to correct any error or make any 
necessary alteration in the rules, prize list or catalogue. Notice of 
24 hours will be given to all exhibitors in the event of a change in 
programme, such alterations to be posted on the bulletin board. The 
onus will be on the exhibitor to familiarize himself with such 
changes.

1. All general rules which are applicable will apply to this de¬ 
partment. 

2. At the time of making entry the following information must 
be given regarding each pure bred animal entered: 

(a) The name of the animal; 

(b) Registration number in Canadian National Records; 

(c) The date of birth; 

(d) Name and registration number of both sire and dam. 

3. All pure bred cattle competing for prizes must be registered 
in their respective Canadian Herd Books or recognized American 
Herd Books in the name of the exhibitor, except calves under 6 
months of age. 

4. Acommodation may not be provided for cattle not properly 
entered. Special accommodation will be provided for nurse cows, but 
exhibitors must state on entry blank how many nurse cows they 
wish to bring. 

5. All bulls over one year old must be well halter broken. 

6. All animals shown in groups must have been shown previously 
in classes for single animals. 

Tampering with Cattle 

7. Unethical fitting of cattle entered for competition is pro¬ 
hibited. All cattle entered for competition shall be presented in the 
Judging Ring in their natural conformation and with no preparation 
other than natural feeding and fitting; with the exception of any 
treatment of hair, horns and hoofs. 

For the purpose of this Exhibition, unethical fitting will be 
deemed to consist of any treatment or operation materially altering 
the structure of the natural conformation of any part of the animars 
body such as the introduction of air, liquids, or other substances 
subcutaneously in any part of the body, surgical operations to correct 
defects, or the performance of any act or operation to exaggerate the 
natural conformation of the animal. 

Any animal which, in the opinion of an inspector or inspectors 
appointed for the purpose, has been unethically fitted shall forthwith 
be disqualified for exhibition and shall forfeit the right to be awarded 
any prizes or prize money, and any entry fees which may have been 
paid to the Association on account of its entry shall be forfeited. The 
opinion of the inspector or inspectors, and any action which may be 
taken thereon, may be reported to any Association for the registration 
of purebred live stock, of which the exhibitor is known to be a 
member. 

Every exhibitor, in consideration of his entry being accepted, 
specifically undertakes that no animal entered by him has been or 
will be, before entering the Judging Ring, unethically fitted; and 
he agrees to submit for inspection, before any inspector or inspectors 
appointed for this purpose by the Executive, any animal entered by 
him, at any time required; and he further agrees that the opinion 
of such an inspector or inspectors shall be final and conclusive and 
without recourse against the Association or any officer thereof, or 
any person appointed by the Executive to act in the matter in respect 
to any action which may be taken trader the regulation as set here¬ 
with, and he, by entering the animal for exhibition, hereby releases 
the Exhibition Association from all claim and demands whatsoever 
in connection with the disqualification of any animal under the pro¬ 
visions of this section.

8. General: Health certificates will be issued without charge by 
Veterinarians of the Health of Animals Division, Canada De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, who will make all necessary examina¬ 
tions and conduct the required tests. 

9. TUBERCULOSIS: Tests for tuberculosis are not required to 
cover cattle originating from: 

(a) Herds dealt with under the Accredited Herd Plan in good 
standing; 

(b) Herds in accredited areas in good standing. 

All other cattle will be required to pass a negative test 
within sixty days of the opening date of the fair. 

10. Brucellosis: All cattle six months of age or over (Steers and 
spayed heifers excepted) will require to pass a negative test 
conducted by a Veterinarian of the Health of Animals Division 
within sixty days of the opening date of the fair, except: 

(a) Animals originating in Brucellosis Free Listed Herds. 

(b) Officially vaccinated animals under 30 months of age. 

(c) Animals originating from Brucellosis certified area herds 
in good standing. 

(d) Cattle originating in herds in Brucellosis Control areas not 
yet certified, providing the herd has been negative within 
three months prior to the opening date of the fair.

150. The Saskatchewan Wholesale Implement Association has do¬ 
nated a sterling silver Trophy to be offered as a perpetual prize at the 
Regina Exhibition.

General: Health certificates will be issued without charge by Vet¬ 
erinarians of the Health of Animals Division, Canada Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, who will make all necessary examinations 
and conduct the required tests.

(a) Animals originating in Brucellosis Free Listed Herds. 

(b) Officially vaccinated animals under 30 months of age. 

(c) Animals originating from Brucellosis certified area herds in good 
standing. 

(d) Cattle originating in herds in Brucellosis Control areas not yet 
certified, provided the herd has been negative within three 
months prior to the opening date of the fair. 
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Note:—All animals shown in groups must have been shown 
previously in classes for single animals. See general cattle rule re 
tampering. 

HOLSTEINS, AYRSIIIRES, JERSEYS, and RED POLLS 

A cattle exhibitor will not be permitted to show or enter more 
than three cattle in any one class for single animals.

1. Competition in the Women’s Department is open to residents 
of Saskatchewan, Manitoba and Alberta, and must be the work of 
the exhibitor and shown in his or her name. 

2. Any article having won a prize in this department in any 
previous year will not be eligible for competition. 

3. No unfinished work will be awarded a prize. 

4. Articles presented for exhibit must be fresh and clean. 

5. All exhibits of work included in Classes 661 to 810 must be 
delivered at the Women’s Department in the Saskatchewan Build¬ 
ing on Wednesday, July 26th before 8 p.m. An attendant will be at 
the Building all day Wednesday to receive exhibits. 

6. All bread, cooking and canning exhibits and frozen fruits 
and vegetables, being Classes 811 to 893 inclusive, must be delivered 
at the Women’s Department on Saturday, July 29th, before 9 p.m. 

7. Exhibits which are not received by the time specified above 
will be returned unopened. 

8. Exhibits may be removed any time between 4 p.m. and 8 p.m. 
Sunday, August 6th, or up to noon Monday, August 7th. 

9. On instruction from the Exhibitor, parcels will be returned 
by mail but only if postage is enclosed. 

10. For the purpose of this prize list, amateurs are understood 
as those who do not make anything of the class exhibited for a 
livelihood or habitually sell or offer for sale their productions. 
Amateurs only are permitted to enter their work in competition. 

11. All entries must be made in legible writing on the regular 
blank entry form to be found in the prize list signed by the exhibitor, 
and mailed to the Exhibition office before the date of closing of en¬ 
tries. Entry tags will then be made out by the Exhibition office and 
mailed to the exhibitor, to be attached to the articles entered. 

12. Every article must be properly tagged with entry tag sent 
by the Exhibition before they will be accepted for exhibit at the 
Saskatchewan Building. No writing is to be put on entry tag by the 
exhibitor. Any name shown on an exhibit must be covered. 

13. Only one entry may be made in any one class by the same 
person and only one prize will be awarded an exhibitor in any one 
class. 

14. Articles entered in collections must not be entered in any 
other class. Collections must also be the work of one exhibitor. 

15. Exhibits will be carefully handled, but the Association does 
not accept responsibility for breakage or loss. 

16. In the absence of competition in any class, or if the article 
exhibited be of inferior quality, the judges will award only such 
prize as they think the article merits. 

17. Honorable Mention Ribbons will be awarded at the discre¬ 
tion of the judges.
